Every fifth house in 
Santiago is an improvised hospital. The 
sailing of Oorvoni's licet spread dismay 
among the soldiers.

What Will Happen!" 


MADRID, Evening of July 5.-, via Frontier.-The'en- 


thusiasm aroused by the misleading: despatches to the gov- 
ernment from Cuba regarding the fate of Cervera's fleet, 
was changed today 1o mailings of the families of the victims 
and lamentations at the national disaster, The ministers 
are crestfallen, still concealing the worst. In the extrem- 
ity despair, rage and recrimination prevail among the popu- 
lation. The authorities are adopting strong precautions, 
fearing a popular outburst. Marshall Caraposa as been 
foremost in his endeavors to prevent disturbances. A gov- 
ernment crisis is imminent. It is regarded as probable that 
Silvela or Campos will succeed Sagasta as premier, and 
propose peace to prevent the Americans from attacking the 
seaboard cities of the peninsula and ruining Spain. The 
palace is strongly guarded and the Queen Regent is de- 
scribed as inconsolable. There is no disguising the fact 
that grave forebodings are heard as to the future of Spain, 
The tone of the general public may be summed up in a re- 
mark frequently heard: "God alone knows what will 
happen."
